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PROJECT PROPOSAL:

General Plan Conformance No. 08-003 represents a request, pursuant to Section 65401 of the California
Government Code, by the City of Huntington Beach to determine if the 2008/09 Capital Improvements
Program (CIP) is in conformance with the goals, objectives, and policies of the General Plan. The 2008/09
CIP is a list of proposed projects recommended for planning, initiation, or construction during the next fiscal
year.

ISSUES:

General Plan Conformance:

The only issue to consider as part of this request is the proposed CIP for fiscal year 2008/09 and its
conformance to the City’s General Plan. The CIP conforms to the following goals, objectives, and policies
of the General Plan:

1. Facility Improvements

A. Land Use Element:

LU Policy 13.1.1: “Allow for the continuation of existing public and private institutional, cultural,
educational, and health uses at their present locations and development of new uses in areas
designated on the Land Use Plan Map in accordance with Policy 7.1.1.”

B. Public Facilities and Public Services Element:

PF Policy 6.1.3: “Maintain or improve the governmental facilities and services in order to meet the
adopted levels of service and standards established in the Growth Management Element.”

Capital Improvement projects proposed for fiscal year 2008/09 provide necessary maintenance and
modifications that support the continued enjoyment and availability of various city facilities.

II. Sewer Improvements

A. Land Use Element:

LU Policy 2.1.1: “Plan and construct public infrastructure and service improvements as demand
necessitates to support the land uses specified in the Land Use Plan (as defined in the Circulation
and Public Utilities and Services Elements of the General Plan).”

B. Public Facilities and Public Services Element:

PF Policy 6.1.1: “Ensure adequate government facilities and services are being provided to meet the
needs of the City’s population.”
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Improving existing sewer lift stations and designing future sewer facilities ensure adequate services
are being provided to meet the needs of the community as demand necessitates.

Capital improvements maintain integral circulation infrastructure, thereby allowing movement of
people and goods throughout the community. Necessary improvements to the circulation system are
implemented in a manner that minimizes conflicts between pedestrians, bicycles and vehicles,
enhances safety, and provides streetscape and landscape enhancements.

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ANALYSIS:

The Government Code of the State of California, Section 65401, requires that a local planning agency
review a list of proposed projects recommended for planning, initiation, or construction during the ensuing
fiscal year for conformance with the local General Plan. This list of proposed projects is contained in the
Capital Improvement Program (CIP). The Public Works Department has submitted a CIP for fiscal year
2008/09. The role of the Planning Commission in reviewing a CIP is to ensure the conformity of each
project with the goals, objectives, and policies of the General Plan. The benefits and funding source for
individual projects listed in the CIP will then be reviewed and approved by the City Council.

Staff has identified goals, objectives, and policies which are applicable to the CIP in the General Plan
Conformance section of this staff report. Because the proposed projects further the goals, objectives, and
policies of the General Plan, staff recommends the Planning Commission approve General Plan
Conformance No. 08-003 finding that the proposed CIP is in conformance with the General Plan.

PLANNED PROJECTS AND GENERAL PLAN POLICIES FOR
CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PROGRAM FY 2008/2009
(GENERAL PLAN CONFORMANCE NO. 2008-003)

The following is a list of planned projects for Fiscal Year 2008/2009 Capital Improvements
Program (CIP). The list is divided into categories by subject. Below each project group is a listing
of the related General Plan policies and objectives.

L FACILITY IMPROVEMENTS

A. Planned Projects:
Facilities

1. Central Library Landscape
Install irrigation and landscaping in the parking lot islands at the Central Library.

2. City Gym ADA Improvements
Modifications to ramps, railing, thresholds, doors, restrooms, sinks and cabinets to meet current
accessibility standards per the citywide ADA Assessment Report

3. City Yard Building C Roof Replacement
Replace roof on Building C (Facilities, Transportation and Records Retention) at the
Corporation Yard

4. City Yard Slope Repair
Reinforce slope and facilitate drainage at northern boundary of yard, adjacent to the Beachview
Mobile Home Park

5. Civic Center Window Tinting
Install tinting on windows at City Hall and Police Department to reduce energy usage and
protect interior surfaces from sun damage.

6. Edison Community Center ADA improvements
Modifications to crosswalks, ramps, steps, doors, restrooms, sinks, cabinets, drinking fountains
and signage to meet current accessibility standards per the citywide ADA Assessment Report.
Improvements exclusive of the Edison Youth Sports Complex construction.

7. Lake Fire Station Improvements
Repair, rehabilitate and upgrade fire station, including gender accommodating restrooms and
dorms, compliance with ADA, and heating, ventilation and air conditioning system
improvements.

8. Lambert Park Slope Reinforcement
Reinforcement slope at Lambert Park on the west side of Newland Street. Construct a small
retaining wall to stabilize slope.

9. Ocean View Estates Mobilehome Park Fence Replacement
Replace fence between home spaces, trash enclosures and the perimeter.

10. Water Warehouse Roof Replacement
Replace 20 year old roof to protect contents within the facility and reduce energy usage.
